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Union Shop and Wage Increases Provided in 
Draft Contract; Minority of Employers 
Walk Out of Ratification Meeting 


New York’s hotel workers will meet tonight in Manhat- 
tan Center to act on a proposed wage and hour agreement 
negotiated by the Hotel Trades Council, including six AFL 
affiliates, and the Hotel Association, which ratified the pact 


early yesterday morning. 

The meeting tonight will hear 
the contract arrived at by the nego- 
tiating committees after 11 months 
of conference. 


Included in the agreement, first 
ever reached in the city’s powerful 
hotel industry, are clauses provid- 
ing for a union shop, wage in- 
creases, establishment of minimum 
wages, vacations with pay, free uni- 
forms and arbitration of disputes. 

The employers, meeting in Car- 
negie Hall late Tuesday night, rati- 
fied the proposed agreement after 
five and a half hours’ debate. Both 
the board of governors of the asso- 
ciation and the negotiating com- 
mittee had recommended immediate 
approval. A group of employers, 
seeking to delay ratification, walked 
out of the meeting, but did not af- 
fect the majority vote for the agree- 
ment. 

Jay Rubin, president of the Coun- 
cil, estimated that 30,000 workers 
would immediately benefit by the 
pact. Besides Rubin, other union 
negotiators included John J. Me- 
Donald, secretary treasurer of the 
Council, and M. J. Obermeier, J. J. 
Sullivan, Herbert V. Kallman and

Shortest Work-Day in 
World to Be Made 
More Productive 


(By Cable to the Dally Worker) 
Moscow. Dec. 28.—A decision of 
the Soviet Government, the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union 
and the All-Union Central Council 
of Trade Unions on steps to improve 
labor discipline and social insurance 
provisions was published today. 

It was signed by Joseph Stalin, 
General Secretary of the Commu- 
nist Party of the Soviet Union, Vy- 
acheslav Molotov, Chairman of the 
Council of People’s Commissars of 
the USSR, and Nikolai Shvernik, 
General Secretary of the All-Union 
Council. 

The decree provides for a system 
of full utilization of the Soviet gen- 
eral 7-hour work-day, which is the 
shortest in the world—in hazardous 
industries it is even shorter—and 
more rapid settlement of labor 
grievances. 

The decision further provides for 
differentiated payment of social in- 
surance benefits in accordance with 
the period of employment in the 
particular enterprise. It also pro- 
vides for other adyantages for | 
workers and clerical employes who 
remain in one enteprise for a long 
time,

McGloon came into the McKes- 
en set-up from Price, Waterhouse 
Oo., the nation’s largest accounting 
firm. It is Price, Waterhouse which 
has certified all the fake McKes- 
son financial reports. 
McGiloon was assigned by the aoc- 
counting firm to investigate Coster’s 
Girard Co, (the patent medicine 
firm Coster used for his large scale 
bootlegging operations) when Cos- 
ter came to Wall Street for a 
$1,000,000 loan to swing the pur- 
chase of McKesson. 

McGloon found nothing wrong, 
“except that in the previous six 
months Girard assets had risen 
from $646,000 to $1,097,000." Me- 
Gloon pre iptly joined forces with 
Coster. That was 1928.

Next Move 

» That the poison of anti-Semitism is 
threatening to seep into the fabric of the 
nation’s life is a menacing fact that chal- 
lenges every progressive American, regard- 
less of race, color or creed. It is equally ob- 
vious that this un-American curse is a part 
of Wall Street’s reactionary campaign 


against the whole people—a campaign of 
divide and rule. 

Additional confirmation of this spreading 
plague, and its sources, came yesterday in a 
report of the American Jewish Congress 
which has made a wide study of the matter 
throughout the country. The report “calls 
attention to the inequities directed against 
Jews by public utilities, such as the New 
York Telephone and the Consolidated Edison 
Company,” both of which employ some, 300,- 
000 people in the State. The report, plainly, 
refers to the notorious anti-Semitic job poli- 
cy of these monopolies—a policy which is 
also anti-Negro as was found just recently by 
the State Temporary Legislative Commission 
to dnvestigate Conditions Among Urban 
Negroes. 

Thése same powerful utilities gouge the 
consumer, fight labor, attack the progres- 
sive TVA cheap power plan, and are other- 
wise the chief sabotagers against recovery. 
Thus the pro-fascist monopolies—arrogant 
practitioners of anti-Semitism and racial 
hatred in general—are the main enemies of 
the American people, and likewise must be 
curbed by the whole American people. ‘Such 
brazen anti-Semitic—as well as anti-Negro— 
job-discrimination by these utilities is not 
only a violation of the principles of the Fed- 
eral Constitution but it expressly violates the 
omnibus Amendment No. 1, which was re- 
cently added to the State Constitution. This 
amendment, now a part of the Bill of Rights, 
Says in part: 

„. . . No person shall be denied the equal pro- 
tection of the laws of the State or any subdi- 
vision thereof or be subjected te any discrimi- 
nation in his civil rights because of race, color, 
creed or religion, by any other person, firm, 
corporation or institution, or by the State or any 
agency or subdivision of the State.” 

With the words of the Constitution so 
plain and unmistakable, the next move is up 
to the State Attorney-General in seeing that 
they are enforced against the utility law-
